ATLANTA (AP) — Restau­ 
rant owner Lester Maddox, the 
first person convicted of civil 
contempt under the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act. faces fines of $200 a 
day until he signs a statement 
saying he will agree to serve all 
persons regardless of race. 
U.S. District Judge Frank A. 
Hooper rejected arguments Fri­ 
day by the avowed segregation­ 
ist that he refused service only 
to integrationists and interstate 
travelers and that his business 
was not operated on the basis of 
race, color, creed or national 
origin. 
CAN BE PURGED 
Hooper set the $200 a day fine, 
dating from Friday, until Mad­ 
dox signs the statement. The 
judge said Maddox and the de­ 
fendant Pickrick, Inc., could be 
purged of the contempt citation 
at the end of 60 days by signing 
the statement. 
Maddox was reported out of 
town and not available for com­ 


ment. 
A permanent injunction was 
issued Sept. 4 by the court 
against Maddox and his restau­ 
rant, the Pickrick. Maddox later 
closed 
the 
Pickrick 
but 
re 
opened in the same building un­ 
der the name, Lester Maddox 
Cafeteria, which he contended 
was a separate company. 
OPINIONS DIFFER 
Hooper said in his opinion that 
Maddox excluded Negroes from 
service ‘‘because of their race 
and not because of their being 
‘integrationists.* ” 
Attorneys for
